I am 
also enclosing e statement of the i-^lerk of Court that Mr. Avendeno, member of 
the Militia, convicted for contempt of Court, has paid his fine, therefore, 
the judgment ageinst him is final. No appeal lies been taken from the judgment 
of court by General Fleming or Captain Benezhekj more than ten days have elapsed, 
therefore, this judgment is now final. 

I am transmitting this to you end asking that you transmit it to the Attorney 
General so that in the event there is anything which in your judgment should 
be additionally brought to his attention concerning the representations which 
I have made, that you can transmit it to him, having before you first hand the 
information that I am sending toyour superior, I most sincerely request that this 
be expedited and that all the information contained herein be sent to him, if 
possible by air mail as I can readily see a crisis approaching, which may 
develop.
